A. E. Itimnell.s, who has 
assumed the duties as pastor of 
Trinity church until next July, 
was in charge* of the service and 
extended a welcome to the sol- 
diers. 

Kev. It. |i. McMaih, pastor of 
the church, briefly addressed Ihe 
congregation i explaining that Dr. 
ItunueJIs had taken over all Hie 
pastoral duties and asking the 
congregation tu give him a warm 
Welcome in the community. 

Mr.'McMath explained that Dr, 
itunuelis was particularly fitted 
to welcome tin? soldiers, as he 
had been an overseas padre in 
the la.st war. 

Dr. Hunnells 1 sermon was on 
Ihe theme, ''flight is might/' and 
he asserted his faith that there 
was a strong moral core to ihe 
universe, which must triumph, 
and that it was the moral fall of 
Germany that had brought about 
the present crisis. 

The service closed with the 
singing of the national anthem 
and the congregation waited 
while Ihe soldiers preceded them 
from the church, 'iliey re-formed 
Iheir lines on Ihe lawn of the 
church and resumed their march 
back to the camp, while the hand 
struck up 'There'll Always be an 
England/ 1 Citizens lined Main

"We in the church have unfor- 
tunately failed to some extent, 
at least to the extent that there 
is mom for this club. Did you 
take up this work because the 
church failed, or did Ihe church 
fail because you and others like 
you did not slick with the church 
long enough? 

•The church is riot entirely a 
failure. Men at the very top be- 
long lo the church. Hig business 
men are active in support of the

"Yonge St. mission, Toronto, is 
owned and controlled by a half 
dozen business men. Toronto 
Bible College, which stands four- 
square for an aggressive Chris- 
tian gospel, is supported by busi- 
ness men. 

'The church will go nit. Christ 
will not permit it to fall. The 
church is in the doldrums but it 
will rise again. 

'The church is open to nil. It 
Is the shining example of democ- 
racy* 

''The one group in Germany 
for whom we have sympathy are 
the men of the church who have 
stood firm against Nazism, men 
like Niehmoclter, who even now 
are in internment camp*- 

"Wind are the soldiers fighting 
for? They toll us that they are 
battling for ihe privilege Of wor- 
shipping. But how foolish would 
we be not to worship while they 
fight for the right to worship. 

"Will your epitaph be: *Mc was 
horn and died. lie helped 
straighten legs arid fix eyes, hut 
missed Ihe boat. He missed Ihe 
church.

The following interesting sug- 
gestions about fire prevention, 
from the dominion fire commis- 
sioner, Ottawa, are offered to 
Newmarket and district residents 
by Fire Chief W. \V. Osborne. 

Fire prevention week dates are 
Oct. it to 12. You many never 
have a fire, with serious financial 
loss or the tragic loss of some 
member of your family, but 
your chances of having a fire 
will certainly become less if you 
study and act upon Chief 
Osborne's suggestions: 

"Put lighted matches a n d 
smokes out before you throw 
them away. Keep matches where 

small children cannot reach 
them, Never smoke in the 
garage, barn, or attic, nor in bed. 

"Remove rubbish, waste papers 
and all unnecessary combust- 
ible materials. Provide metal 
ash and trash cans. Burn rub- 
bish only in a safely covered 
brick or metal incinerator. Watch 
tho fire. 

"Value the advice of your fire 
chief, who says that many fires 
are caused by dirty or defective 
chimneys. Have Ihe chimney 
cleaned regularly, and have all 
defects repaired. 

"Escape the danger of flam- 
mable liquid fires and explosions 
hy keeping no gasoline in Ihe 
house. Do dry cleaning with 
safe liquids or send the work to 
the cleaner. Never start fires 
with kerosene. 

"Notify the town electrical 
superintendent or your electri- 
cian of electrical trouble. Re- 
placo blown fuses with new ones 
— not pennies. Avoid home-made 
wiring jobs. Don't look for gas 
leaks with si match. 

"Teach everyone in the family 
to be careful of fire, to watch 
.stoves, fireplaces, electric irons 
and all other possible fire causes, 

and every day to remove old 

rags, papers and other rubbish. 

"Fireproof your home as far 
as possible by fire-safe roofing, 
fire stopping in holtow walls and 
partitions lo stop the spread of 
flame, and a nun-combustible 
basement ceiling. 

"Remember always where the 
nearest fire-alarm box is and 
how to send in ;m alarm. If 
telephoning, he sttre the address 
is clearly understood. Use. a 
neighbor's: telephone rather than 
oik* in the burning building. 

"Kxplain lo everyone in the 
house what to do in case ef fire, 
how to put nut fire in clothing 
by wrapping in a tug or blanket, 
what to do when grease catches 
fire in the kitchen. 

"Save life and property from 
needless destruction hy fire by 
keeping ihe principles of fire 
prevention always in mind and 
never Inking u chance with fire." 



Training Camp Swings 
Smoothly Into 

Routine Today 
BOYS ARjThAPPY 

Over 900 men started training 
this* morning at the Newmarket 
training centre commanded by 
Col. R. B. ilarkncss, D.S.O., and 
Major B. II. Geary, V.C. To be 
exact, 9t4 men were left after 
42, who did not meet medical 
standards, had been sent home 
today. 

"Everything went smoothly 
yesterday," The Era learned from 
the adjutant, Capt. E. B. Dodgson. 

•The men were all outfitted by 
last night, and are drilling to- 
day. They are all happy." 

Lectures, platoon drill and P.T. 
were on the program this morn- 
ing. Many of the men were 
issued rifles. Prior to the dinner- 
hour most of the trainees were 
down on the fair grounds taking 
some vigorous physical training. 

For their physical training 
some of the men went in their 
shirts and others wore neat khaki 
jerseys which had been issued to 
them. The men were wearing 
comfortable-looking shoes instead 
of heavy army boots. 

The men had all their clothing 
needs, including two suits of | 
underwear, issued to them. 

The men are off duty at 5 p.m. 
and after that are free to visit 
the town, which is considered 
within the camp limits. They are 
not free to go- to. Toronto or 
other outside points. 

During one parade last evening 
two men fainted, apparently 
from the excitement of being in 
camp and hi uniform.

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WHERE DOES HEPBURN STAND? 

Almost every week Newmarket police court 
produces accident case* in which it is established 
that the drivers charged have had a few drinks of 
beer at Bradford. This week there were two 
such cases. Surely there could be no clearer 
test-case for the sincerity of the Hepburn govern- 
ment's desire to keep down the accident toll on 
Ontario's highways. Does the Hepburn govern- 
ment choose to keep the revenue accruing from 
the sale of beer at Bradford or does it choose to 
cut down the accident toll on No. 11 highway on 
both sides of Bradford? Newmarket police court 
just gets the cases resulting from accidents south 
of Bradford, but they are plenty. 

It was madness to put a beverage room on the 
No. 11 highway, nicely situated right at the cor- 
ner, to catch the eye of southbound motorists 
particularly. The highways department says: 
"if you drive, don't drink; if you drink, don't 
drive," but the liquor "control" board is out for 
all the motorists* trade that it can get. The 
liquor control board, of course. Is only the 
creature of the provincial government and has 
received the endorsatlon of members of the 
cabinet from lime to time in its "boost sales" 
policy. 

If members of the government want the truth, 
they could consult the records or the officials of 
Newmarket police court We just wonder how 
some members of the cabinet can sleep in the 
same bed with Mr. Hepburn and those of his 
associates who put government revenue ahead of 
the safety of life and limb on the highway. 
Evidently they do not lake the principle of 
cabinet solidarity and joint responsibility very 
seriously. 



MAIN ST. CALLS 
FOR ACTION 

There was rather a storm at the town council 
meeting this week over one member of the 
council, in a particular matter, going over the 
head of the chairman of the department affected. 
Apparently the intention of the councillor, 
according to his own explanation, wa3 not to go 
over the particular councillor's head, but to go 
■over the whole council's head, on the ground that 
the council had had years to do the job in ques- 
tion and had never done anything, ft just 
strikes us that it would be a good thing if one of 
the members of the council would go over the 
heads of the rest of the council in the matter of 
widening Main St, Here is a job that calls for 
action, but doesn't gel done as long a* it remains 
a responsibility of the whole council. Our Main 
St. is one of the tragedies of the motor-car age. 

TWO YEARS OR ONE YEAR 

Mayor Dr. S. J, Boyd took a fair and reasonable 
stand at a town council meeting on Monday even* 
in* when he said that la- thought that the people 
should detid* whether or not the next council 
should be elected for one year or two years. 
Unli&* there u a vote of tho people on the ques- 
tion, at the name time as the municipal election, 
and the people then decide in (avor of one- 
year teim a* in the past, Newmarket's municipal 
council elected this year will continue In office 
for two years. <Tfa- act doesn't say anything 
about subsequent councils.) The town council 
itself may arrange for such a vote or five per 
cent of the voters may by i*tition, presented to 
the council five week* before polllng-day, 
require such a vote. As Newmarket'* polllng- 



day ts the first Monday in December, a petition 
would have to be presented by Oct. 28. 

However, we think Mayor Boyd has the right 
Idea, that the council should Itself give the 
the public the change to say one year or two 
years. We don't mind adding that if Newmarket 
is to have a council elected for two years the 
present council would measure up well to such a 
compliment on the part of the public, though 
maybe they would appreciate more the compli- 
ment of annual re-election. 



DID YOU SAY "RACKET"? 

How often should school books be changed? 
The St. Thomas Times-Journal uses strong words: 
"One hates to accuse the department of education 
of being In 'snucks' with the textbook publishers, 
but this continual adopting of new books and 
discarding the old creates such a suspicion. It 
has all the aspects of a racket— a racket that 
must hit many parents mighty hard. During 

war-time, when the nation's energies are sup- 
posed to be directed toward victory and taxes are 
Increasing and likely to continue increasing, 
surely the educational authorities might have 
refrained from introducing new textbooks for a 
year or two at least ... It might be a good idea 
to let the Ontario minister of education and his 
assistants know there is a war on and that it is 
quite in order for the department of education to 
practise economy." 

We pick the quotation up from the Tweed 
News (published in a municipality which created 
Canadian political history by declaring it didn't 
need a new post office), so that' we don't know 
whether the words from St Thomas were directed 
to the present minister of education or to his late 
predecessor. The present minister, Dr. Duncan 
McArthur, was formerly the deputy-minister, and 
has been the man behind the new school courses. 
It would be interesting to hear his side of the 
story. 

Often we think lingeringly, longingly, that we 

would like to get hold of some of the school-books 

of our early days at school. We remember fondly, 

"Nay, we were seven," "The Inchcape rock," "Old 

Tubal Cain," 'The Royal George." 'The Burial of 

Sir Thomas Moore," "fago," "Enoch Arden." 'The 

Ancient Mariner," 'The Sands of Dee," and others 

of an ilk. We are glad that children now have 

something more cheerful, but we do share with 

the St. Thomas Times-Journal a desire for a little 

longer lease of life for school-books so that there 

might be more inheriting from older brother to 

younger sister and more dealing in second-hand 
books. 

We were talking to a Newmarket bookseller 
the other day and he remarked that he had in 
his basement a quantity of perfectly good British 
histories, except that they are no longer on the 
curriculum. As a result they will be sold as 
scrap. If we were Ontario booksellers so caught, 
we think that before throwing the books away 
we would inquire as to whether they are still 
in use in other provinces and, if so, try to bootleg 
them into those domains. Many provinces make 
a practice of adopting Ontario school books, and 
the books used in those provinces are just the 
same except for the inclusion of a line or two: 
"Approved for use in the province of Nova 
Columbia." We'll bet the publishers don't get 
caught with many ou'-of-date school books. 



REWARDS FOR POLI1 ICIANS 

Why do we take it for granted that the 
politician is going to look out for his own 
interests? We are so accustomed to the politician 
looking for plums for himself that we hardly lift 
our eyebrow* when another politician gets "taken 
care of." And of course the politician himself 
doesn't think he is doing anything wrong. An 
Ontario cabinet minister, one whom we have met 
on different occasions and found pleasant to talk 
with, last week resigned a post of great responsi- 
bility to take a safe life-time salary. The 
position he held was one of great opportunity and 
we thought that he regarded it, not as a way of 
making a good living, $10,000 a year, but as an 
opportunity for service. Hut we can no longer 
take that charitable view when we see hirn drop 
his cabinet post tike a hot-cake, and rush for the 
safety of a 10,000 a year permanent Ottawa job 
(a clerical post which any young law graduate 
could fill capably), from which another tired 
gentleman has Just been superannuated on public 
money. Well, in fairness, we must credit the 

King government with having paid .'mother 
election debt.

LETTER FROM HOHAN

He said that he had 
two pints of beer but denied that 
he was Intoxicated.

ASKS CHRISTIAN WOMEN TO WORK AGAINST 

GROWING RACIAL PREJUDICE N CANADA 



"We are facing a rising tide of 
resentment and hate by Anglo- 
Saxons towards the Europeans 
and Asiatics who are here in our 
own country, and as Christian 
women we should be a bulwark 
against this racial prejudice," 
said Miss Winnifred Thomas, 
general secretary of the dominion 
board of the Woman's Mission- 
ary Society of the United church, 
at the autumn thank-offering 
meeting of the Evangeline auxil- 
iary, held in Trinity United 
church Sunday-school room on 
Tuesday evening. 

"Although we can't fail to see 
the war and chaos in Europe and 
the east when we look out on the 
world, I hope that we will also, 
as Christians, see in the same 
world Christ's world church," 
said Miss Thomas, in opening her 
address. 

"The church of Jesus Christ 
has really become a world church 
in our day— it has emerged as a 
world church in the last 50 
years." she said. "The Christian 
church is completing the greatest 
century in its history, 

"The world church today is the 

fulfilment and realization of 
Christ's world vision more than 

it has been at any time, although 
not the complete realization." 

"The church of Jesus Christ h 
a fellowship. In Christ peoples 
naturally divided do find unity. 
It is the only indestructible fel- 
lowship in the world today. 






'The world church is the result 
of the foreign missions enter- 
prise. The world church is the 
foundation of world peace, and 
the only sure foundation. The 
Christian view is that God's pur- 
pose in the universe is world 
brotherhood, world community. 
I see in a world church of 
r>50,Q()0,<J00 Christians the prom- 
ise of its realization. 

"The report of the Madras con- 
ference said, 'Madras revealed 
what the church is.* It was the 
church in miniature. What the 
church is the world may be- 
come." 

Miss Thomas spoke of the 
people of many nationalities here 
in Canada as "comrades in the 
world church" and of the many 
missionaries as being comrades in 
the world church. She pointed 
out that all the missionaries from 
the Nazi-dominated countries of 
Europe, who are in distant coun- 
tries, are now completely cut off 
from their home churches and 
.are unable to I'ommunicate with 
them.

Gun License, RESIDENTS of the 
Township ol Whitchurch will be 
permitted to hunt rabbits from 
November 1st until the 15th day 
of February next In the year 
following, provided they arc holder 
of the necessary Township creden- 
tials for. Identification purposes. 

2. NON-RESIDENTS of 
J the Township of Whitchurch will 

be permitted to hunt rabbits from 
Nov. 1st until the 15th day of 
February in the following year, 
and the open date, for Pheasants 
ns well, provided they are the 
holders of the necessary Township 
of Whitchurch Special Pheasant 
License for Identification purposes. 

3. A limited number of Special 
Pheasant licenses will be soM 
under authority of the Controlling 
Committee for the Township of 

-Whitchurch to approved Appli- 
cants, who have the necessary Gun 
License, which shall also entitle the 
holder to participate In rabbit 
hunting during the specified open 
period. 

•1. It will be permissible for 
residents to shoot vermin on their 
own properly, providing Depart- 
ment rcitulntloins are respected. 

5. Residents within the Town- 
ship Game Preserve Area may 
secure Special Licenses to partici- 
pate In l*hensnnt and Rabbit Shoot- 
InK. for a fee of 25 cts. on applica- 
tion to the Committee's Authorized 
Issuer. 

6. It shall be unlawful for any 
Non-Resident to enter the area 
declared as a regulated Game pre- 
serve, for the purpose of Hunting 
or Shooting Game, unless they com- 

j ply with these regulations. 

7. Hunting or Trapping will not 
be allowed on Uio County of York 
Reforestation property except ns 
Authorized by the Ranger or 
County Committee. 

a In any organized Rabbit drive 
no party shall exceed SIX in num- 
ber. 

9. For the purpose of Hunting on 
open date SHOT GUNS only are 
permissible. 

10. No Special IJcenve for Phea- 
sant shootinK shall be Issued to 
any property owner or tenant 
placarding his or her property for- 
bidding trespnsslnt: or shooting 
thereon. 

11. The opening hour for Hunting 
shall be & o'clock a.m. 

12. Tlic local organisation requests 
hunters to respect Notices on Pri- 
vate property in regard to tres- 
passers, ttuard against any injury 
to live stock or damaKc to fences 
or craps, and not discharge their 
guns within 100 ydu. of a building. 
The co-operation and behavior of 
hunters In regard to the sukkcsHoiis 
given above will help determine 
future pulley and privileges; 

Licenses to be worn by purchasers 
when hunting.

W. H. Taylor, veteran Aurora 
assessor, made his 15th consecutive 
return of the roll to council, and 
read a special summary to the 
members, oi\ Monday evening. 

Total assessment for the year 
amounts to $1,012,267, of which 
land is $136.toG. buildings, $1,101,435, 
and business tax $72,196. Town 
buildings are assessed at $173,200 
and town lots at $5,000. The total 
assessment is up about $10,000 this 
year, and next year there should 
be a further increase, according to 
Mr. Taylor. OS several new houses 
are beine; built and others are 
planned. 

Population for the first time In 
years shows a decrease. Tills year 
there -are 2.762 Inhabitants. Last 
year, according to the acting clerk, 
Wm. Large, there were 2.812 per- 
sons. There are 510 school children, 
also slightly below last year's 
figures. There are 103 dogs of both 
sexes eligible for the dog-tax.

" 'Lot me read your newspaper/ 
satd an Important business execu- 
tive, 'and 111 tell you the kind of 
a town that you have. Show me 
a community with a real live, 
aggressive newspaper, representa- 
tive of all local Interests, and I'll 
show you a town that Is headed 
for #rowth and development,' 

"Newspapers have come down to 
us from earliest days. Back In the 
time of the Pharaohs, news used to 
be Inscribed on bracelets known as 
scarabs, and sent by fast runners 
to neighboring states and cities. 
Long before our clvillzaton, China 
had Us newspapers. The first 
Chinese newspaper was published 
In Pekln shortly after the year 600. 
and was published regularly until 
the Japanese barbarians laid waste 
the country and stopped Its publi- 
cation a short time ago. 

"It was In the seventh century 
that Europe had Us first news- 
paper, the Acta Dlurna, of Rome. 
Those of you studying Latin will 
readily translate those words Into 
'Dally Events.' 

'It contained news much the 
same character as that appearing 
In newspapers of today, fires, bat- 
tles, elections, and religious rites. 
Of course we have Improved 
some— we now report high school 
rugby and basketball games. 

"England did not have its first 
newspaper until a thousand years 
later, when the Oxford Gazette was 
published. It Is an amazing but 
nevertheless true fact that the 
Montreal Gazette is today older 
than any newspaper being pub- 
lished In the United Kingdom, 
Including the aristocrat of all 
newspapers, the London Times. 

"In the past 500 years the 
newspapers have become a tremen- 
dous Influence In the affairs of the 
communities and countries they 
serve. In fact, I believe it would 
be true to say that the British 
empire owes its greatness to its 
free press. The press of the em- 
pire has wielded a tremendous 
influence on empire affairs, and 
has largely been responsible for the 
upbuilding of the moral fibre of 
the empire, which of course is the 
true cause of its greatness. 

"Have you ever stopped to think 
what kind of a place Newmarket 
would be without Its newspapers? 
Did you ever look upon your 
editors as the historians of the 
age in which they live, and upon 
the fifes of your newspaper t\s the 
archives of your community? 

"The editor is a human being, 
writing and dealing with men. 
women and children. Ho may be 
young or old, lazy or energetic, 
bold or timid, superficial or deep. 
rptcrulous. or constructive, slovenlv 
or generous, He Is certnin to be 
human. He reacts to praise, to 
criticism, and to the presence of 
good nn<| evil, i doubt therefore 
if any editor of a town newspaper 
Itaa ever deliberately supported 
anything he considered evil for 
his community. 

"The editor's recognition of the 
inheient decency of the country- 
side is highly Important to Canada. 
He shares the confidence of his 
renders that the Ten Command- 
ments a j)i! the Golden Rule have 
neither been repealed, improved 
upon or modified by modern ad- 
vances. 

"The significance of nil this 
flashes clear hi the light of a 
political fact, thai rural Canada 
detot mine* the choice of more 
memoem of the house of commons 
and more member f legislature* 
than does urban Cnnuda. The 
flouted rulers dare not be Insensi- 
tive to the rural press. 

"Country newspapers do not 
succumb to false 'isms.' T h o 
editors aie human enmii'h to shaie 
In On- belief of their readers In 
vmifll llutioMfi) government. The 
mtuta hysterias that sway and excite 
and mislead elly people tend to 
fade Into mtlditfMK before the ealm

It wns the out- 
growth of the Wwt York Regiment 
of 1812 fame, and thc Kourth North 
York battalion of 1K37-3S. the 
Aurora Infantry company and thc 
Hcarbojo Hiflcs company of Fenian 
raid days. The rc.ilmont fought 
with distinction in tile North West 
rebellion <18H5> ( the South African 
War MSttMOOl) and the Great War. 
The 127th and 220th battailous were 
formed under lis auspices, with a 
practically complete complement of 
York county men. 

The Queen's Rangers regiment 
originated In New Hampshire l« 
1750 (Roger's Kangcrsi. They took 
part in the eompwurt of Canada 
from the Freiirh. In tho American 
icvolutionniy war they fought 
against the colonial forces, bnln;fi 
disbanded Iw 1783.
